Business Ills 
Pose Problem 
to Kennedy

phis and Shelby 'County in which 
more than* half of the registered 
voters , are Negroes. 'Only five 
of them are1 outside the city. 


In these precincts 44,486 voters 


took part'in.lhis year's presi- 
dential balloting. The registration 
in these, precincts include 9,304 
white p'orsons, which may 
be 


subtracted to show about 35,000 
Negro voters in these precincts. 


Out of the 44, the voters, Negro 


and white, "precluded a 
16,440 


majority for John Kennedy. The 
vote was .more than two-lo-one 
30,463 lo 14,023.
